•’ end OngeniA a Comp. 

Oh Inpt Wednesday the Confed¬ 
erate veterans of Pocahontas coun¬ 
ty met and formed a camp. Mr. 
Wm. M. McCailister, Commander 
of the Bath County Camp, called 
the meeting .to order, and through¬ 
out the wi^ole proceedings was 
most active and efficient in aiding 
by his advice in the organization. 

Dr. Ligon was made President 
of the meeting and took'the chair 
with appropriate fbfharks. Col. 
Gatewood’ acted os Secretary. 

The object of tho formation of 
this camp is given in the following 
clause adopted by the camp. 

The object shall be to perpetn- 
nte the memory of our fallen com¬ 
rades, and to minister, as far as 
practicable, to the wants of those 
who were permanently disabled in 
the service, to preserve and main¬ 
tain that sentiment of fraternity 
born of hardships and dangers 
shared in the march, the bivouac, 
and the battle-field. It is propos¬ 
ed not to prolong the animosities 
engendered by the war. but to ex¬ 
tend to our late adversaries, on ev¬ 
ery fitting occasion, courtesies 
which are always proper between 
soldiers, and which a common citi¬ 
zenship demands at our hands. 
We propose to avoid everything 
which partakes of partisanship in 
religion and politics, but at the 
same time we will lend our aid to 
the maiutaiuancp of law and the 
preservation!" of order. *
